| RISE OF METHODISM IN THE 
MATES.

(Concluded from No. 48, page 189.) 

In the preceding numbers we have noticed 
the establishment of the Society and the 
building of the Chapel in the city of New- 
York. From this time the work of God 
gradually progressed, and the Society ob- 
tained a greater consistency and permanency 
of existence, From the letters of the Mis- 
sionaries to Mr. Wesley, it appears that the 
people of this country received the gospel 
with great readiness of mind. 

We have no means of ascertaining, «vith 

any degree of accuracy, the real state of ex- 
perimental and practical godliness in the 
Provinces at that time; but from the. infor- 
mation we have been able to collect, we 
have reason to believe that generally, par- 
ticularly in the middleand southern sections 
of the country, it-was at a low ebb. Some 
time previous to the arrival of the Missien- 
aries, the celebrated George Whitefield had 
passed through the country, visiting most of 
the cities and villages bordering on the At- 
Jantic; and preaching with his usual zeal 
and energy, he had been instrumental in 
kindling the flame of divine love in many 
hearts; but not being succeeded with men 
like-minded with himself, the renovating 
effects of his ministry gradually disappeared 
in most places, though in some the fruits of 
his preaching remain, even to this day.. 

But whatever might have been the state 
of pure and undefiled religion, it was gene- 
rally professed by the inhabitants, and in 
most places, especiully in the large towns 
and cities, its ordinances were statedly at- 
tended. The unhallowing leaven of infi- 
delity, it is true, had begun to diffuse its 
demoralizing influence among some classes 
of the citizens, and, as far as it was felt, 
produced a chilling indifference to the truths 
of divine revelation. Add to this, that in 
place of the distinguishing doctrines of 
Christ, justification by faith in *the atone- 
ment of Christ, the witness of the Spirit, 
and its inseparable concomitants, love, 
peace, joy, &c. and a holy life, was substi- 
tuted very generally, a mere form of godli- 
néss, productive of no moral effects. upon 
the heart and life. 

This appears to have been, as far as we 
have been able to perceive, the state of 
things on the arrival of Messrs. Boardman 
and Pilmoor. It. seems proper to remark 
here, that about the same time Mr. Embury 
commenced preaching .in New-York, Mr. 
Straw bridge, also a local preacher from Ive- 
land, settled in Frederick county, Maryland, 
where he began to preach the doctrines of 
Christ as held by Mr. Wesley; and. such 
was the favorable reception of the word, 
that Mr. Strawbridge soon collected a, Soci: 
ety, and thus prepared the way.for the in- 
troduction of Methodism in that part of the 
country. 

The following letter from Mr. Pilmoor to 











Mr. Wesley will show the cordial manaer | 


in which the Missionaries were received, 
and the flattering prospects of doing good 
which appeared among the people :— 

“ Philadelphia, Oce. 31, 1769. 

“Rev. Sir—By the blessing of God we 
are safely arrived here, after a tedious pas- 
sage of nine weeks, ‘We were not a little 
surprized to find Captain Webb in town, and 
a Society of about one hundred members, 
who desire to be in elose*connexion with 
you. * This is the Lord’s doing, and it is 
marvellous in our eyes. 

**T have preached several times, ee the 
people flock to hear in multitudes. Sunday 
evening 1 went out upon the common, I lad 
the stage appointed for the horse race for 


wy,pulpit, and I think between four and five ° 


thousand hearers, who heard with attention 
still as night.

« Here seems to be a great and effectual 
door opéning in this country, and T hope 
many souls willbe gathered:in. The people 
in. general.like to hear the word, and:seem 
to have ideas of salvation by grace.” 

After continuing a short time in Philadel- 
phia, Mr. Pilmoor made an excursion to 
Maryland, where he found Mr. Strawbridge, 
and preached with some:success. He like- 
wise visited some parts of Virginia and 
North-Czrolina; and witnessing the happy 
effects of his labours in the conversion of sin- 
ners, he formed some sucieties, In all pla- 
ces where he visited he found people eager 
to hear the word and kind to those whocame 
to preach it. From hence he returned to 
Philadelphia, and soon came to New-York, 
while Mr. Boardman went to Philadelphia ; 
thus commencing; in the early stage of their 
labours, a regular change trom place to place. 
The Society in New-York, under the luborS 
of Mr. Embury and Capt. Webb, was in a 
flourishing state on the arrival of Mr. Board- 
man, whose godly simplicity and evangelical 
preaching were made a peculiar blessing to 
many. In this prosperous state of the Soci- 
ety, Mr. Pilmoor entered upon his charge 
over them. | As he thought it most prudent 
to make a fair trial befére he transmitted his 
account of the, state of things to Mr, Wes- 
ley, he deferred writing until April 24, 1670, 
‘on which day he wrote the following let- 

i ~ 

“Qur house contains about seventeen 
hundred hearers. About a third part of 
those who attend get in, the rest are glad to 
hear without. There appears such a wil- 
lingness iin the Americans to hear the word, 
as I never saw before. They have no preach- 
ing in some parts of the back settlements. — 
1 doubt ‘not but an effectual door will be 
opened among them! O! may the Most 
High now give his Son the heathen for his 
inheritance. The number of blacks that at. 
tend the preaching affects me much.” 

From these representations of the state 
and disposition of the people in America, 
Mr. Wes‘ey was induced to concert meas. 
ures to send them over more laborers, Ac- 
cordingly, the next year (1771) Mr. Francis 
Asbury and Mr. Richard Wright, who vol- 
unteered their services, were dismissed un- 
der the blessing of God for the help of their 
brethren in America. They set sail from 
Bristol, Sept. 2, 1771, and landed at Phila- 
delphia the 24th of Oct. following. They 
were received with great cordiality, “the 
people hardly knowing,”says Mr. Asbury, 
«+ how to show their love-sufficiently, bidding 
us welcome with fervent affection, and re- 
ceiving us as the angels of God.” 

According to a notice in Mr. Asbury’s 
Journal, vol. iii. p. 109, it appears that when 
he arrived in this country he found three 
hundred Methodists in New-York, two huh: 
dred and fifty in Philadelphia, and a few in 
New-Jersey, probably in all about six hun- 
dred. ‘Those in Maryland do not appear to 
be included in this number. On the arrivay 
of Mr. Asbury he very properly judged that 
they could not expect a general spread of 
the work of God, unless they extended 
themselves into the country towns and villa- 
ges. He accordingly led the way, by which 
the prospects of usefulness opened before 
them in every direction. 

Such was the commencement of the work 
of God which has since extended over 
this vast continent, and which now num, 
bers 1226 travelling preachers, and $12 
540 members. Feeble in its beginnings. it 
gradually rose under the fostering hand of 
God, until it has become “like a grain of |, 
mustard-seed, which a man took and sowed 
in his field ; which indeed is the least of all |. 
seeds, but when it is grown, it is the great- 
est. among herbs, and becometh a tree, so, } 
that the birds of the air come and lodge in 
the branches thereof.

“ For my own part, I cannot describe what 
felt while setting in tlie pulpit,an ®behold- 
ing before me Europeans and Africans in a 
mixed group,—formerly so rate a sight in 
this colony—hearing them tell, each in his 
own tongue, the wonderful dealings of God 
towards them; and this in a Chapel which 
has cost me no common pains and perplexity 
inerecting, owing to a variety of ciroumstan- 
ces, which 1 could neither foresee nor can- 
troul.” 

Western Africa.—Sierra Leone has recent- 
ly been deprived of one of its Missionaries, 
by thedeath of Mr. Lane. This afflicting 
event is mentioned in a Letter from Mr. 
Huddleston, dated, Free-Town, April 20, 
1923. 

Extract of a Letter from Rev. WifttianrCa- 
pers, Superintendent of the Creek Indian 
Mission, dated September 27th, 1823.

‘They sing sweetly with 
us in our family devotions; and behave on 
all religious occasions with a decorum which 
1 never saw equalled among childreo at 
home. ludeed, both for their easy subordi- 
nation, and careful attention to our instruc- 
lions-the quietness of their temper—their 
re-pectiul and affectionate behaviout to- 
wards us—and the progress of many of them 
in learning, they would excel om comparison 
with any school lever knew. One of our 
boys within three months, from his lette/s, 
has learned toread in the Testament. It 
will not surprise you to hear that the hearts 
of these children gently open to the truths 
of religion. Oo Sabbath I baptized Mr. 
Martin (hired to manage our little farm) and 
administered the Lord’s Sapper. While in 
(hat moral desert we were thus solitarily em- 
Ployed, our children bathed in tears—bowed 
at their seats, and sobbing out their prayers, 
gave a heart-cheering earnest of what shail 
be. May God bless them with continued 


instruction and the salvation of his Son Je- 
sus Christ.” :
